Its phenomena, such as 
the production of a gas when two 
liquids were mixed together, or a 
solid precipitate when two liquids 
were mixed together, were consid­ 
ered to be mysterious and interest­ 
ing, much an mind reading and 
mesmerism are considered now, 
but nobody saw any practical ap 
plication of them. 
Colton evidently gave a good 
show. One of his stunts was to 
have members of the audience 
come up on the stage and he would 
have them inhale nitrous oxide— 
laughing gas. They went into 
gales of laughter, and cut up and 
cavorted about the stage. The 
more dignified the subject was, the 
more fun it was for the audience. 
One of the subjects on the night 
Horace Wells attended hit his foot 
against a chair and received quite 


a severe injury, but avowed that 
he felt no pain. 
Horace W’elN acted on this hint 
snd the next day he and Dr. J. M 
Riggs, the dentist who is respon­ 
sible for describing Riggs' disease, 
which is pyorrhoea, obtained Mr. 
Colton’s assistance and admin­ 
istered nitrous oxide to Wells. Dr. 
Riggs then extracted a tooth. 
When he awoke Wells cried—“ It 
did not hurt me more than tha 
prick of a pin. It is the greatest 
discovery ever made.” 


Properly Accredited 
H rare Wells afterw ards went 
to 
Boston to demonstrate the 
method, but failed to keep the pa­ 
tient anaesthetised. He returned 
in disgrace, at least in his own 
e>cs. to Hartford, and later in 
New York committed suicide in 
de^ra.r at wha* he considered the 
failure of his idea. 
His credit is now properly as­ 
sessed, howo% cr. It is true that 
two years before, in Jefferson, 
Georgia, Dr. Crawford W. Long 
gave ether for a surgical opera­ 
tion. and the worldwide use of an- 
aesthe ta is due to Horace Well's 
partner, Dr. W. T. G. Morton, 
woo, in 
lhlS, publicly demon­ 
strate! it at the Massachusetts 
General Hospital, Boston. The an­ 
aesthetic controversy is an un­ 
happy one. 
AH deserve credit, 
Horace Wells as much as the rest. 
The idea was in the air IOO years 
ago and many men had a part in 
perfecting it. 
There are newer anaesthetics 
now and a great perfection of an­ 
aesthetic technique. But for se­ 
lected purposes there is probably 
none better than Horace Well's ni­ 
trous oxide.
